Secretary Gresham's sickness began May 


L, when he was attacked with acute pleur- 
isy. The effusion filled the plcural cav 
.ty, but his condition yielded to treatment 
until Saturday, when he suffercda relapse, 
accompanied by acute pneumonia. 
His 


condition slnoo that time has been ox- 
;romcly critical. His heart action became 
enfeebled, requiring the constant admlnis- 
;rationo£ the most powerful heart stimu- 
lants. 


About 5:30. lost evening he sank so 


rapidly that death was momentarily i s- 
pected. Restoratives were applied, and 
liypodermic injections of nitro-glycerluo 
;the most powerful of all heart stimulants) 
and strychnine -were made. 
His blood 


vessels were in a state of collapse, and his 
condition was so critical that the phy- 
sicians decided that transfusion was im- 
mediately necessary to stimulate the heart. 
Dr. Van Banscnlaer opened a vein in the 
left arm and infused a pint and a half ol 
normal saline solution. 
The operation 


was successful, and about 0 o'clock the 
stricken statesman had revived somewhat. 


The secretary lay in one of a suite of 


rooms ou tho ground floor of the Johnson 
annex of tho Arlington hotel. At his bed- 
aide were Mrs. Grcsham, his daughter, 
Mrs. !\ E. Andrews of Chicago, and his 
son-in-law, Mr. Andrews, the nursos and 
the three physicians. 


The anxious watchers at the bedside 


about 9:30 saw the giant frame of the 
secretory convulsed by a severe chill. Ho 
sank rapidly, but tiie chill passed away 
and he rocovorcd slightly, and then dozec 
for a few minutes. The physicians con- 
tinued to give hypodermic .injections of 
nitro-glycerinc. At 10:20 he suffered an- 
other rigor. 


At 31:30 o'clock, tho physicians, despair- 


ing of all further effort, had retired from 
the chamber and sat in the next room 
ready to render such service as they might 
in smoothing the way to tho end when 
summoned. 


By midnight the signs of dissolution 


were crowding thick and fast. He had 
been conscious and even conversed calmly 
with those aboTLt him, but as the nildnigh 
hour drew near, the waning forces of life 
were no longer equal to the effort, and he 
sank into silence. Although almost pulse 
less, and without sign of life, his eyes stil 
showed the gleam of intelligence and ap- 
preciation of what was going ou about 
him. 


Mrs. Gresham sat at the bedside smooth- 


ing his fevered brow and occasionally read- 
ing.to him from tho Bible passages which 
he loved. As the cud approached, his 
pulse became hardly perceptible. 
Gradu- 


ally his eyes glazed and closed. But Mrs. 
Gresham, with noble and heroic fortitude, 
continued to read tho -words of Gospel 
to her departing husband. Her daughter 
and son-in-law stood with bowed heads at 
the side of. the couch. 
At 1:15 o'clock his breathing ceased, a 


peaceful shadow passed 
over his palo 


countenance, his pulse flickered, aiid the 
sorrowing family were in the presence of 
death.

Wliatever He Tnolc III Hand. 


"Walter Quinton Greshani was a soldier, 


a judge and a statesman, eminent and dis- 
tinguished in the great fights of human 
endeavor. He rose to the rank of major 
general of volunteers during the rebellion. 
He was for U years United States district 
judge for Indiana, ivnd for eight years 
United States circuit judge for Illinois, 
and held three cabinet portfolios—post- 
master general and secretary of the treas- 
ury, under Arthur, and secretary of state 
under Cleveland. Such .111 epitome of pub- 
lic service few men can boast. 


He -was born March 17, 1832, near Tjanes- 


vi1'^, Ind. 
He obtained a common school- 


c(. .-ation and entered the state university, 
but was only able to remain, there one 
yeur. He was admitted to the bar in 1853 
at Corydon, Ind., and became a successful 
lawyer; was elected to the legislature in 
1800, and lu August, 1801, became Hen- 
tenant colonel of the Thirty-eighth In- 
diana, Infantry. 
Tho following December 


ho was made jolonel of the Fifty-third In- 
diana and served for two years in that 
rank, mnkinp; an exceptionally brilliant 
record, especially in the campaigns of 1803 
In Mississippi. 
Auc... 11. -1883. he was commissioned 


Drigodior general, and wliile commanding 
the fourth, division1 of 
General Dlulr's 


oorps before Atlanta ho rt.-sived a wound 
"whloh disabled him for a ~tar, ending his 
service. March 10, 1805, b- was brovetted 


iajor gnneral for, gallantry In the Atlanta 


campaign. He resumed low practice, this 
iime at New Albany, Ind., and became a 
Republican, leader, but tho Democratic 
majority in that region was too much for 
lim, and ho was defeated in the race Cor 
congress. Again, in 1881, he was an un- 
successful candidate for United States 
senator. 
Meanwhile President Grant had 


appointed him federal judge for the dis- 
trict of Indiana. 


In Arthur's Calilnot. 


W hen Postmaster General Howe died, 


L April, 1833, Grosham, then holding 


court at Evansville, was tendered tho cab- 
.uet position by telegraph, and accepted, 


the closo of Arthur's term, on the 


death of Secretary Folger, ho was ap- 
pointed secretary of tho treasury, a posi- 
:lon he hold until October, ISSi, when hu 
withdrew from tho cabinet altogether. 
During hrs cabinet service he was one ol 
Arthur's most trusted advisers. In De- 
ccnibor, 1831, Judge Drummond having 
retired from the office of United States 
circuit Judge, President Arthur, who had 
taken him from the bench, had the satis- 
faction of restoring lilm to tlio bench at 
the end of his sorvioc. 


In 1888 Judge Gresham was made a 


prominent candidate for the Republican 
nomination for tho presidency at the Chi- 
cago convention. 
Harrison ultimately 


captured the Indiana delegation aud waa 
nominated. 


Previous to that, Gresham had displayed 


a strong inclination to dissent from tho 
extreme high tariff doctrine of tho Bopub- 
lican party. 
His views on the tariff 


created against him the antagonism of tho 
extreme protectionists at Chicago. 
"When 


the Republicans assumed power and re- 
vised tho tariff by tho passage of the Mc- 
Kiuley law, Judge Gresham, with other 
Republicans, 
openly dissented, and in 


1892, 
after tho nomination of Cleveland 


by the Democrats, he, with other Republi- 
cans, renounced their allegiance to Uio 
Republican party and advocated Cleve- 
land's election. 
After Cleveland was 


elected in February, 18B3, he tendered 
Gresham the position of premier of tho 
cabinet he was forming. 
Gresham ac- 


cepted, and assumed the duties of secretary 
of state ou March 7, 189B. 


During his short term, as postmaster gen- 


eral, Gresham accomplished much. From 
the clay he set foot in the office ho evinced 
those qualities of application and master- 
fulness which havo always characterised 
his public labors. The reduction of post- 
age on letters from 3 cents to 2 cents 
aud the increase of weight allowable 
from half uu ounce to an ounce were tho 
crowning glories of his administration. 
Under 
his administration the foreign 


postal service was also greatly improved. 


As Secretary of Stutc. 


As secretary o£ state in the present ad- 


ministration, Mr. Gresliam has had to deal 
"with problems more vexatious, intricate 
and 
delicate, diplomatically, thiA has 


fallen to the share of most secretaries of 
state. His treatment of these measures 
was marked by the strong individuality 
which was part of tho man. 
To him It 


made little difference how any line of 
action promised to affect his own country, 
ho could and did disabuse his mliid of any 
personal feeling in dealing with an inter- 
national question, and the first considera- 
tion with him was always absolute fair- 
ness; if his own country occupied a falsa 
position in tho matter, he thought it was 
his duty to set it right, even at a sacrlflcu 
of material interests, as it might appear at 
the time. 


Secretary Gresham found much to dis- 


satisfy him with the state of our foreign 
relations when he assumed office this lost 
time, and In his characteristic fashion hu 
set to work to shape these to meot his awn 
ideas without delay. Such a course was 
certain to subject him to bitter criticism, 
and ho fully realized this In advance, but 
was in no respect deterred from doing 
what ho thought was right. 


This brought him face to face with tho 


great question of the hour at that time— 
the annexation, of Hawaii. Ho had de- 
cided views upon this matter even before 
he came into the cabinet, and the secretary 
made his celebrated recommendation that 
the quean, bo restored, inasmuch as she 
had beeu deposed through tho action of 
the officers of the United States. "When 
congress finally mado known its wishes, 
tho secretary accepted them for hid govern- 
ment, but it cannot be discovered from 
any subsequent utterance of his that he 
evor changed liis views as originally an- 
nounced to the justice of the action he had 
proposed. 


"While ho was deep In the Hawaiian 


negotiations, Greshani was obliged sud- 
denly to give immediate attention to the 
subject of the Behriug sea fisheries. The 
arbitration arranged by his predecessor 
was in full swing. Here was another 
matter with 
which 
he was not in 


harmony. 


The British "were unwilling to do tho 


first of many things, and it was only by an 
exhibition of strength through his charac- 
ter aud purpose that he succeeded iu hurry- 
ing through the British parliament an act 
to give effect to the arbitration aud theu 
securing the ffdoptiou of regulations to 
keep off tho i>jachers. 


Hl8 Wonderful Tnct. 


By a clause in tho Wilson-tariff act, con- 


gress has swept away in a line all of tho 
carefully constructed reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by the preceding administra- 
tion. This caused groat anger among the 
nations with which tho United States had. 
such treaties, and tho storm fell upon Sec- 
rotary Gresham's head. 
It 
was Mr. 


Gresham's tivak to placate tho European 
powers, and how skillfully he did so, the 
printed correspondence tells. 


Another legacy from his predecessor 


•which Mr. Gres'haln found very. little to 
his liking, was the necessity for caring for 
the Samoan king, held imprisoned ou the 
Sunday islands by the Germans. 
He 


wanted to repudiate the whole arrange- 
ment by which, the Uniteti States assumed 
a part of the tripartite protectorate over 
Samoa, and he worked hard to this end, 
and finally succeeded. 


Then, on the constructive side of diplo 


macy, Mr. Grcsha.ni 
h:i-:l much to his 


credit. He did all that a foreign officer 
could do properly to prevent the Into 
Chiuese-.Tapanese war. It was done, too, 
in a manner that made it clear to the 
world that the United States was acting 
absolutely without self-interest and from 
motives of humanity. Secretary Gresham 
also used his good olnces to prevent a war 
between Mexico aad Guatemala, and in

and low In price during tho fall and win- 
ter, rather than haul their wheat to the. 
mills at prices less than It cost to raise it 
It is claimed that the farmers began feed- 
ing It to their live stock. 


"In this way at least 100,000,000bushels 


of the choicest Western wheat was con 
Burned over winter. Now as the price has 
gone up to such an exorbitant limit the 
big.mills are having quite a time in get 
ting enough wheat for their full quota 
Then the government crop rcporta re 
cently published are not of the most en 
conraging nature, and this has fiirnlshci 
the flour speculators a fair pretext to worl 
upon."

Ico Sknting In Summer. 


Ib Is counted among tho possibilities 


that Now York will soon havo an ico skat- 
ing rink patterned after tho system em- 
ployed in tho great London rink, which 
has an area of 10,000 square foot. 
Tho 


smooth ico lends itself to fancy skating 
antl is free from fissures. It is only an inch 
or two in thickness and underlaid by a 
network of pipes. In theso pipes cold brine 
Is circulated. 
Tho brino is composed of a 


strong solution of calcium chloride, which 
is not liable to freeze, and it absorbs the 
heat taken up in tlio rink floor, which is 
Imparted to ammonia gas flowing over 
cooling coils. The freezing process, as ox- 
plained by tho New York Herald, is as fol- 
lows: Machines 'drive tho nmmonla gas 
into vertical compressors, whence it passes 
to tho condensers—horizontal coils of pip- 
ing-—through which the ammonia travels, 
nnd over which is kept a constant flow of 
water. This compression of the ammonia, 
together with the cooling cflectof tho con- 
densing water, causes the pas in tho coils 
to liquefy, the heat given off in the process 
being carried away in the condensing wa- 
ter. 


Koch ammonia compressing machine is 


capable of making 12 cons of ice a. day, and 
it is calculated that a rink in everyday use 
will require refrigeration equal to the man- 
ufacture of about eight tons of ico daily. 
In London two promenades surround tho 
rink, tlio lower one being on its level and 
the upper nttocl as a smoking loungo, with 
a band stand.

central counties It has been so dry that 
ficecls have fnileil to sprout. Vegetation 
has grown very slcwly, also, but all crops 
that have started appear in a healthy con- 
dition, and as the season is still ahead of 
the average, thorn is plenty of time for 
improvement, with 
favorable 
weather. 


Early grain looks well. The early apples 
are nearly in full bloom, and Into ones /iro 
cuniing on. 
Baldwins indicate a light 


blnrisum in Keuni'bce county, and all ap 
pies are gi\-ing rfmall blossom in Lincoln 
county. 
Snow fell with the ralu 


Aroostook couuty on the 2 tth. 


Xeu- rrnmpsliire. 


The dry weather is being felt in New 


TTanip.shirc, and on dry land Reed is start- 
ing slowly and grass is looking very thin 
Feed in hill pastures is scant, aud the cor- 
respondents report thnfc unless considera- 
ble niin comes HOOII there must bo a light 
hay crop. Most of tho sowiug is done, but 
planting is still in progress. There has 
been no ry:y'. good corn weather, and much 
of that seed has not been put in yet. Pears 
are setting very well, and apples are uot 
injured ucarly so much in south central 
counties us \vas feared last week. In Hillrf 
boro aud Roekiughani counties especially 
some of the apples that did not promise 
well are now full of blossoms. One corre- 
spondent reports that strawberries aud 
blueberries that \vcre in full bloom at thu 
tlmo of the freeze arc again blossoming. 


"Vermont, 


Apples are showing very well in Vermont, 


and in some counties a second crop ol 
blossoms hnve made 
their appearance. 


Late trees are coming into bloom very 
well. It Is hoped that tho yield of fruit 
was not much interfered with by the frost 
of last week. 
A sharp frost was ex- 


perienced in north central sections on tho 
moruing of tho 2"2d; at Morrisville, in 
Lamoile 2cuuty, the temperature fell be- 
low the freezing point. With the severe 
frost of last week, and the continued dry, 
windy weather, It Is feared grass has been 
seriously affected. 
Some correspondents 


say that there is sure to bo a short crop, 
especially on old meadows. 
Thu feed is 


getting short and scant in pastures. 


Massachusetts. 


The frost of last week seriously injured 


grapes in Massachusetts, and on bogs thai 
were not flowed the crauljcrrics were pretty 
much all killed, but there was very little 
damage indicated to large fruits, and 
apples no\v promise a good crop, except in 
Plymouth county. A heavy rain fell in 
the southeast on the 21st and 22d, and 
moderate rains on the 2Uth and 27th, so 
that nothing is suffering for water in 
southeastern couuties. Grass is growing 
very well; potatoes arc coming up nn 
usually even und strong, and other Holt 
and garden crops arc coming on as well as 
possible with the continued cool weather 
In "central and western districts raiu is 
badly needed, and tho only thing that the 
weather Is favorable for is farm work 
One correspondent in Worcester county re 
ports less feed In the -postures than twfi 
weeks ago. Toba-cco plants are growiu_ 
stocky, und arc generally looking well 
Garden truck around Boston is flourishiu_ 
and looks promising. Many blackbcrr 
and raspberry canes were injured by tin 
cold last winter, but no injury is indicated 
by the frosts of the 1-lth and 17th.

Suprorao Court Denies Him a Writ ol 


Huberts Corpus. 


WASHINGTON, Mny'28.—The petition of 


Eugene "V. Debs for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was denied by the supreme court. Tho 
petition was intended to relieve Debs from 
the sentence of six months, Imposed by 
Judge Woods, for disobeying an injunc- 
tion, issued while the Pullman strike was 
on, restraining him from interfering with 
the mails. 


Tho decision of tho court was \inanl- 


mous. The conclusions of tho court wero 
that the government o[ the United States 
was one having jurisdiction over every 
foot of soil and ovy: every individual 
within the boundaries^the United Statea, 
and that while it was one of limited 
powers, it had sovereignty with thoso 
limitations, 


It had power to invoke civil courts to re- 


move obstructions to interstate commerce, 
and the civil courts hod the right to en- 
join those who made obstructions to such 
commerce. The injunction' was no bar to 


criminal processes lor nets done In Tiolu- 
tion of the Injunction. The circuit court 
having final jurisdiction, Its act was not 
reviewablo by tho supremo court on a peti' 
lion for a writ of habeas corpus, and cilioro- 
fore tho writ was denied.

The rise in the price of flour, which has 
een long predicted, has now taken place 
u the big grain centres and is beginning 
o be felt by the local public. The total 
ise per barrel within the last two months 
as been over Si, which advance was 
quailed only by a similar one several 
ears ago, -when a. spurt of severe frosts in 


August did terrible damage to the growing 
vlicat in the Western 
grain growing 


istricts. 
In speaking of the condition of the mar- 


cet and the future probabilities, a well 
tnown local doaler says: "Flour within 
a short time has advanced from f.'J.no to 
•55 per barrel with the possibilities of its 
EOiug higher. -This, following the con- 
,inucd low price and the dull, draggy mar- 
cet of many months, haa stirred up specu- 
ation to its highest pitch. To get at the 
xact cause Is somewhat of an enigma. It 
a known that the visible supply of wheat 
las been decreasing at the rate of 3,000, 
000 bushels per week for the past several 
veeks, and when flo'ir was so plentiful 
ind lo-w in price during the fall and win- 
,er, rather than haul their wheat to the 
nills at prices less than it cost to raise it, 
t is claimed that the farmers began feed- 
ng it to their live stock. 


"In this way at least 100,000,000busliels 


of tlie choicest Western wheat was con- 
sumed over winter. 
Now as the price has 


rone up to such an exorbitant limit the 
jig mills are having ciuite a time in pat- 
ing enough wheat for their full quota. 
Then the government crop reports re- 
cently published are not of the most en- 
couraging nature, and this has furnished 
the flour speculators a fair pretext to work 
upon."

TOWJin FOB CHIME OF BELLB. 


Ing thousands of different tunes, from the 
simplest lullnby to heavy sacred tunes. 
Not all the bolls aro used Inevory tune; In 
Borne only sLs bolla aro used, while in.oth- 
ers eight, and In a few as many da ton are 
used, and only those are used which make 
tha necessary soalo of notes or tones which 
aro .required for the tune to bo playad. 
Under favorable atmospheric conditions 
tho chimes may be heard distinctly and 
the tune recognized four rnllag awoy. The 
ordinary range is about two miles, though 
at times it is, of course, moro -limited even 
than this, owing to heavy fogs or high 
winds. 


The chiming stand will bo of handsome- 


ly finished, oak, having a lever for each 
bell, with tho corresponding note marked 
on it. 
The lovers are concocted to .the 


tongues of tho bells by moans of straps, 
pulleys, etc., to secure eftsy, direct and 
prompt manipulation. All in all, tho chime 
and its appurtenances throughout are 
among the handsomest and best examples 
of excellent workmanship in this line in 
tho country, says The Jewelers' Circular 
in illustrating tho picturesque tower in 
which the chime is to hang. 


Ice Skating In Summer. 


It ia counted among tho possibilities 


that New York will soon have an ico skat- 
lug rink patterned after tho system em- 
ployed in tho great London rink, which 
has an area of 10,000 square feet. 
The 


smooth ico lends itself to fancy skating 
and is free from fissures. It is only an Inch 
or two in thickness and underlaid by a 
network of pipes. In these pipos cold brine 
Is circulated. 
The brine is composed of a 


strong solution of calcium chloride, which 
IB not liable to freeze, and it absorbs the 
heat taken up in the rlrik floor, which la 
Imparted to ammonia gas flowing over 
cooling colls. 
The freezing process, as ex- 


plained by the New York Herald, is as fol- 
lows: Machines drive the ammonia gag 
into vortical compressors, whence it passes 
to tho condensers—horizontal coils of pip- 
ing—rthrough which the ammonia travels, 
and over whioh is kept a constant flow of 
water. This compression of the ammonia, 
together with tho cooling effect of the con- 
densing water, ctmscs tho gas in the coils 
to liquefy, tho heat given off in the process 
being carried away in the condensing wa- 
ter.

Secretary Greshnm's sickness began Mny 


1, "when he was attacked "with acute pleur- 
isy. The effusion filled the pleural cav- 
ity, but his condition yielded to treatment 
until Saturday, when he suffered a relapse 
accompanied by acuto pneumonia. His 
condition since that time has been ex- 
tremely critical. His heart action became 
enfeebled, requiring the constant admlnis 
tration of the most powerful heart stimu- 
lants. 


About 5:30 last evening he sank 


rapidly that death was momentarily ex- 
pected". Restoratives vrero applied, and 
hypodermic injections oC ultro-glycerlno 
(tho most powerful of all heart stimulants' 
and strychnine were made. 
His blood 


Tessels were in a state o£ collapse, and his 
condition was so critical that the phy- 
sicians decided thau transfusion tvas im- 
mediately necessary to stimulate the heart 
Dr. Van Ransenlacr opened a vein in the 
left arm and Infused a pint and a half o: 
normal saline solution. The operation 
was successful, and about 0 o'clock the 
stricken statesman had revived somewhat. 


The secretary loy in one of a suite of 


rooms on the ground floor of the Johnson 
annex of the Arlington hotel. At-his bed' 
side were Mrs. Grcsham, his daughter, 
Mrs. P. E. Andrews of Chicago, and his 
Eon-ln-law. Mr. Andrews, the nurses and 
tho three physicians. 


The anxious -watchers at the bedside 
cbout 9:30 saw the giant frame of the 
secretary convulsed by a severe chill. He 
sank rapidly, but the chill passed away 
and he recovered slightly, and then dozed 
for a fow minutes.

Ho had 
been conscious and even conversed calmly 
with those abo^ii him, but as the midnight 
hour drew near, the "waning forces of lifo 
were no longer equal to the effort, and he 
eank into silence. Although almost pulse- 
less, and without sign of life, his eyes still 
showed the gleam of intelligence and ap- 
preciation of vsrhat was going on about 
him. 


Mrs. Gresham sat at the bedside smooth- 
ing his fevered brow and occasionally read- 
Ing to him from the Bible passages which 
he loved. As the end approached, his 
pulse became hardly perceptible. Gradu- 
ally his eyes glazed and closed. But Mrs. 
Greshnm, with noble And heroic fortitude, 
continued to read the words of Gospel 
to her departing husband. Her daughter 
and son-in-law stood with bowed heads at 
the side of the couch. 
At 1:15 o'clock his breathing ceased, 3 


peaceful shadow passed over his pale 
countenance, his pulse flickered, and the 
Forrowing-family were in the presence of 
death. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


"Was a Man of Decided Opinions On 


Whatever He Took In Hand. 


"Walter Quinton Gresham was a soldier, 


3 judge and a statesman, eminent and dis- 
tinguished in the great fights of human 
endeavor. He rose to the rank of major 
general of volunteers during the rebellion. 
He was for 14 vears United States distrieb 
judge for Indiana, and for eight years 
United States circuit judge for Illinois, 
and held three cabinet portfolios—post- 
master general and secretary of the treas- 
ury, under Arthur, and secretary of state 
under Cleveland. Such an epitome of pub- 
lic service few men can boast. 


He vras born March 17, 1S32. near Lanes- 


Tille, Ind. He obtained a common school 
education and entered the state university, 
but was only able to remain there one 
year. He was admitted to the bar in lb'53 
ot Corydon, Ind.. and became a successful 
lawyer; was elected to the legislature in 
I860, and in August, 1BG1, became lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Thirty-eighth In- 
diana infantry. The following December 
he was made jolonel of the Fifty-third In- 
diana and served for two years in that 
xantc, mating an exceptionally brilliant 
record, especially in the campaigns of 1863 
In Mississippi. 


A<ut 11. ^1863. is ~^as commissioned 


Brigadier general, and while commanding 
the fourth "division of General Blair's 
corps before Atlanta he it reived a wound 
which disabled him for a r*ar, ending his 
service. March 13, 1805, t— •'ffos brevetted 
nnjor gcmcral for gallantry in the Atlanta 
campaign. He resumed law practice, this 
tlmo at Now Albany, Ind., and. became a 
Republican leader, but the Democratic 
majority in that region was too much for 
him, and ho was defeated In tho race for 
congress. Again, In 1S81, he was an un- 
successful candidate for United States 
senator. Meanwhile President Grant had 
appointed him federal judge for the dis- 
trict of Indiana. 


In Arthur's Cabinet. 


"When Postmaster General Howe died, 


In April, 1833, Grcsham, thou holding 
court at Evansville, VTIIB tendered tho cul> 
inet position by telegraph, and accepted. 
Kear tho close of Arthur's term, on tho 
death of .Secretary ITolgur, Jie was ap- 
pointed secretary of the treasury, a posi- 
tion ho hold until October, 188-1, when ho 
withdrew from tho cabinet altogether. 
During his cabinet Borvice ho wus ono o( 
Arthur's most trusted advisers. In De- 
cember, 1881, Judge Drummond having 
retired from the office of United States 
circuit judge, President Arthur, who hud 
taken him from tho bench, ho-d the satis- 
faction of restoring him to the bench at 
the end or his service. 


In 1838 Judgu GrcKham was made a 


prominent candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the presidency at the Chi- 
cago convention. 
Harrison ultimately 


captured the Indiana delegatiou nucl was 
nominated. 


Previous to that, Greshum had displayed 


a strong inclination to dissent from tho 
citromo high tariff doctrine of the Repub- 
lican party. 
Els viows on tho tariff 


created against him thu anta^onisiu of tho 
extreme protectionists nt Chicago. When 
the Rapuljliciius nasuiued power and re- 
vised tho tariff by tho passage of the Me- 
Kinluy Jaw, Judge Greslmm, with othec 
Kepublicaus, opunly tlisiuntcd, und in 
18U2, after tho nomination of Cleveland 
by tho Democrats, he, with other Republi- 
cans, renounced their allegiance to tho 
Republican' party and advocated Cleve- 
land's election. 
After Cleveland wag 


elected in February, 1893, he tendered 
Grosham the position of premier of tho 
cabinet ho was forming. Grcsham ac- 
cepted, and assumed tlio duties of secretary 
of Btatc on March 7, 1893. 


During his short term as postmaster gen- 


eral, Grefiham accomplished much. From 
tho day he set foot in the office he evinced 
those qualities of application and nmstor- 
fulnesa which have always characterized 
his public labors. Tho reduction of post- 
ago on letters from 8 cents to 2 cents 
nnd tho Increase of weight allowable 
from half an ounce to an ounce were th 
crowning glories of hi3 administration, 
Under his administration 
the 
foreign 


postal service vras also greatly improved. 


As Secretary of State. 


As secretary of state in the present ad- 


ministration, Mr. Gresham has had to deal 
•with problems more voiatious, intricate 
and 
delicate, diplomatically, thtA has 


fallen to the share of most secretaries ol 
etate. His treatment of these measures 
was marked by the strong individuality 
which was part of thu man. To him it 
mado little difference how any lino ol 
action promised to affect his owu country, 
he could and did disabuse his mind of any 
personal feeling In dealing with an inter- 
national question, nnd the first considera- 
tion with him was always absolute fair- 
ness; If his own .country occupied a falsa 
position in tho matter, ho thought it was 
his duty to set it right, oven at a sacrifice 
of material interests, as it might appear at 
the time. 


Secretary Grcsh.am found much to dis- 


satisfy him with tho state of our foreign 
relations when he assumed office this last 
timo, and in his characteristic fashion ha 
set to work to shape these to meet his own 
Ideas without dclaj-. Such a course wag 
certain to subject him to bitter criticism, 
and ho fully realized this In advance, but 
was in no respect deterred from doing 
what ho thought was right. 


This brought him face to face with the 


great question of the hour at that time— 
tho annexation of Hawaii, Ho had do- 
cided views upon this matter even before 
he came into tho cabinet, and the secretary 
made his celebrated recommendation that 
the queen be restored, inasmuch as she 
had been deposed through tho action o£ 
the officers of the United States. When 
congress finally mado known its wishes, 
the secretary accepted them for his govern- 
ment, bnt it cannot bo discovered from 
auy subsequent utterance of his that ho 
ever changed his views us originally an- 
nounced to the justice of the action he had 
proposed. 


"While he was deep in the Hawaiian 
negotiations, Gresham was obliged sud- 
denly to give Immediate attention to the 
subject of the Behrlng sea fisheries. The 
arbitration arranged by his predecessor 
was in full swing. Here was another 
matter vrith which he was not in 
harmony. 


The British were unwilling to do the 


first of miiny things, and it was only by an 
exhibition of strength through his charac- 
ter and purpose that he succeeded in hurry- 
ing through the British pavlinment an act 
to give effect to tho arbitration and then 
securing the irfoption of regulations to 
keep off the poachers. 


His -IVomlcrrul Tact. 


By a clause iu the Wilson tariff act, con-! 


gress has swept away in a Hue all of tho j 
carefully constructed reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by the preceding administra- 
tion. This caused great anger among the 
nations with "which the United States had 
such treaties, and. the storm fell upon Sec- 
retory Grcsham's head. 
It 
was Mr. 


Gresham's task to placate the European 
powers, and how skillfully he did so, tho 
printed correspondence tells. 


Another .legacy from his predecessor 


which Mr. Gresham found very little to 
his likiug, was the necessity for curing for 
the Samoan king, held imprisoned on the 
Sunday islands by the Germans. 
He 


wanted to repudiate the whole arrange- 
ment by which the United States assumed 
a part of the .tripartite protectorate over 
Samoa, and hes worked hard to this end, 
and finally succeeded. 


Then, on the constructive side of diplo- 


macy, Mr. Gresham had much to his 
credit.. He did all that o foreign officer 
could do properly to: prevent the late 
Chinese-Japanese -war. It was done, too, 
in a rnEumer that mado it clear to tho 
world that tho United States was acting 
absolutely -without self-interest and from 
motives of humanity. 
Secretary Gresham 


also used his good offices to prevent a war 
between Mexico and Guatemala,, and iu 
this he succeeded completely. 


During his career ou tho bench, Judge 


Grcsham heard and .decided many note- 
worthy cases, many of his decisions illus- 
trating, in u remarkable degree, his fear- 
lessness, impartiality and judicial firm- 
Cess. 
In 1S53 he married Miss Matilda Mc- 
Srain, the daughter of Thomas McGrnin, 
li Scotch-Irish descent. He -was devoted 
' 'jo his wife and children. This side of his 
life the public know little of, but it fur- 
nishes the best key to his nature and charac- 
ter,

"WASHINGTON, May 28.— Tho petition of 


Eugene V. Debs for a writ; of habeas cor- 
pus was denied by the supreme court. Tha 
petition was intended to rollove Debs from 
the sentence of six mouths, Imposed by 
Judge Woods, for disobeying au injunc- 
tion, issued while the Pullman strike was 
ou, resfcvalulug him from Interfering with 
the malls. 


Tho decision of tho court was unani- 


mous. Tho conclusions of the court wore 
that tho government of the .United States 
was one having j arlsdictioii : over every 
loot of soil aud ovur every individual 
within tho bouudaries^Stthe United Suites, 
and that while It was ono of limited 
powers, It had sovereignty with thoso 
limitations. 


It had power to invoke civil courts to ro- 


move obstructions to interstate commerce, 
and tho civil- courts had tho right to en- 
join thoso who made obstructions to such 
commerce. The injunction was no bar to 


criminal processes ior acts Uonb 
tiou of thu injunction1.- Tho circuit courl 
liaviug final jurisdiction, Us act was not 
J-eviewablo by tho supremo court on a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, and there- 
lore tho writ was denied.
